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NEW OR RESTORED GENERA OF BROMELIACEAE 
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ABSTRACT 


New nomenclatural combinations are enumerated in 7 genera of 
Bromeliaceae. 
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In Flora Neotropica Monograph No. 14 (Smith & Downs 1979) the key 


to genera required 9 entries to cover the 8 subgenera of Aechmea while the 
distinctions were no better than those elsewhere in the key. Consequently it 
seems not only logical but also convenient to erect or restore the subgenera 


into genera as follows.
